Gentlemen of the General Assembly : 

In discharging my official duties as Secretary of State, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of law, I have the honor to submit my 
annual report for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1914. 

This report, as required by Section 74, Volume I, Code of 1912, 
contains a true abstract, under proper headings, of all corporations 
which have been chartered and commissioned under the general 
law during the fiscal year; all charters renewed and amended; 
increases and decreases of capital stock allowed ; dissolutions of 
charters; railroad papers filed for record, and all papers filed by 
foreign corporations. 

Part II of this report, which pertains to the general duties of the 
Secretary of State other than the corporation department, contains 
a brief abstract of all commissions issued to State, district, county 
and all other officers, including Notaries Public and Commissioners 
of Deeds; a list of bonds filed, election returns and miscellaneous 
matter. 

I have attested, sealed and recorded all pardons, paroles, respite 
of sentences and commutations granted by the Governor, and a full 
register of all bonds and certificates of stock, showing the numbers 
and amounts thereof, and the names of parties by whom surrendered 
and to whom issued, have been kept, but they have been omitted 
from this report for the reason that they will appear in the report 
of the State Treasurer. 

All bonds of State and other officers, declarations, commissioners, 
return of .corporators, charters and other papers, required by law to 
be recorded in this office, have been duly recorded, the proper 
endorsement made on each original paper and every record has been 
fully and properly indexed. 

For my official acts as escheator and agent of the Sinking Fund 
Commission, see Report of Sinking Fund Commission. 

An itemized statement under Items of Disbursements shows the 
expenditure of all appropriations with which the Secretary of State 
stands charged. 



Although the report shows a slight increase in the number of 
charters issued and the amount of fees received over the previous 
year, it is gratifying to be able to say that the work of this office 
has been kept thoroughly in hand, and that the correspondence of 
the office receives immediate and careful attention. For this very 
satisfactory condition I am indebted to the efficient and faithful 
clerical force. 

For the fiscal year just closed I have received as office fees the 
total sum of $23,290.81, which I have paid over to the State Treas- 
urer in monthly payments, as will be shown by his books and his 
receipts therefor on file in this office :

RAILROAD CHARTERS. 



Under the provisions of Article III, Chapter XLVII, Code of 
1912, the following Charter has been issued : 

Savannah and Bluff ton Steamboat Company. 

State of South Carolina, Executive Department. 

By the Secretary of State. 

Whereas, James H. Hayns worth, J. S. Graves and J. M. Sim- 
mons, all of Bluffton, S. C, did on the 27th day of April, 1914, file 
in the office of the Secretary of State a written declaration signed 
by themselves, setting forth : 



s. 
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First. The names and residences of said petitioners to be as above 
given. 

Second. The name of the proposed corporation to be Savannah & 
Bluffton Steamboat Company. 

Third. The principal place of business of said corporation to be • 
Bluflfton, S. C. 

Fourth. The general nature of the business which it proposes to 
do is as follows : A general steamboat line, operating a steamboat 
line of steamboats as common carriers, carrying freight and pas- 
sengers for hire, and such other business as is generally done by a 
steamboat company; with right to purchase or otherwise acquire, 
own, lease, control, mortgage, sell, convey or otherwise dispose 
of all kinds of property, real, personal and mixed, and all rights and 
privileges therein. To own, lease and maintain landings, wharves, 
piers, docks and any structure thereon. To purchase, or otherwise 
acquire, own, hold, lease, operate and control steamboats, sailing 
vessels, gasoline boats, or other kinds of vessels, and any other 
property that may be necessary in connection therewith, or ordinarily 
used in the shipping business. That said corporation proposes to 
claim all the powers and privileges applicable to corporations of the 
identical character under provisions of the Constitution and laws 
of the State of South Carolina, and in general to do all things and 
have all powers, rights, and privileges necessary or incident to any 
of the above mentioned purposes. The said steamboat and vessels 
to be operated between Bluffton and other points along the shores 
and waters of the State of South Carolina, and between Bluffton, 
S. C, and the city of Savannah, in the State of Georgia, stopping 
at any and all intermediate points and going into intervening waters 
and streams, the termini of said line being Bluffton, S. C. 

Fifth. The minimum amount of capital stock to be ten thousand 
dollars, payable in cash at the call of the Board of Directors, and 
the number of shares into which the same is to be divided is one 
hundred (100) shares of the par value of one hundred ($100) dol- 
lars each. 

Sixth. That it proposes to organize said corporation under the 
provisions of Chapter XLVII, Article III, Volume I, of Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1912. 

And whereas. The above named petitioners were duly appointed 
by me as a Board of Corporators on the 27th day of April, 1914 ; and. 

Whereas, On the 23d day of June, A. D. 1914, said Board of 
Corporators did file with me, as Secretary of State, their return in 
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writing, over their signatures, duly attested, certifying, among other 
things, that pursuant to notice, as required in the commission, books 
of subscription to the capital stock of said Savannah and Bluffton 
Steamboat Company were duly opened, and that fifty per cent, of 
the authorized capital had been subscribed by bona fide subscribers, 
with the amount subscribed by each, and that in all respects they 
had complied with the requirements of Article III, Chapter XLVII, . 
of the Code of Laws of 1912, and all amendments thereto, and 
certifying further the names and residences of the subscribers, and 
the names and residences of all officers of said company. 

Now, therefore, I, R. M. McCown, Secretary of State of South 
Carolina, by virtue of the power and authority in me vested by 
Article III, Chapter XLVII, Code of 1912, and all Acts or parts of 
Acts me hereto enabling, do certify and declare the aforesaid 
Savannah and Bluffton Steamboat Company to be a body politic 
and corporate, created and fully organized according to the laws of 
South CaroHna, under the name and for the purposes and with the 
powers and privileges set forth in said declaration and petition, and 
that said company is fully authorized to commence business under 
their charter and to sue and be sued in any of the Courts of this 
State. 

It is hereby required that this charter be recorded in the office 
of the Register of Mesne Conveyance or Clerk of Court in each 
county where said corporation shall have their respective termini.

RAILROAD CHARTERS AMENDED. 



Charleston Consolidated' Raihvay, Gas and Electric Company, 

State of South Carolina, Executive Department. 
By the Secretary of State. 
Whereas, P. H. Gadsden, William M. Bird, C. M. Benedict, A. B. 
Murray, E. H. Pringle and B. A. Hagood, the Board of Directors 
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of Charleston Consolidated Railway, Gas and Electric Company, a 
corporation duly incorporated and created under the general laws 
of the State of South Carolina by an agreement of consolidation by 
and between Charleston City Railway Company of South Carolina 
and Seashore Railroad Company, on the twenty-first day of Feb- 
ruary, A. D. 1899, did on the second day of April, 1914, file in the 
office of the Secretary of State a written declaration and petition, 
duly executed, setting forth that said corporation desired to increase 
its capital stock from three million dollars to three million five hun- 
dred thousand, divided into shares of the par value of fifty dollars 
each, including therein both the present common stock of two million 
five hundred thousand dollars and the preferred stock of five hun- 
dred thousand dollars ; and. 

Whereas, Upon the filing of said declaration the Secretary of 
State prescribed that notice be published in The News and Courier, 
a newspaper published in the city of Charleston, admonishing all 
and singular persons interested to appear before him at his office 
in the State Capitol, Columbia, S. C, on the 17th day of April, 1914, 
at 12 o'clock m., to show cause, if any they might have, why a cer- 
tificate should not be issued as a supplement to the charter of the 
said Charleston Consolidated Railway, Gas and Electric Company, 
embodying the changes, additions and alterations sought ; and. 

Whereas, Such publication was duly made, and it appears from 
said declaration and petition that thirty days' notice of the time, 
place and purpose of said stockholders' meeting was duly given, and 
that a majority of the stock was present in person or by proxy and 
voted unanimously in favor of a resolution to increase the capital 
stock as above set forth, and that all the requirements of law 
authorizing said increase of capital stock have been complied with 
and that facts existed upon which a certificate should be issued, 
embodying the changes, additions and alterations sought, and no one 
appearing to show cause to the contrary. 

Now, therefore, I, R. M. McCown, Secretary of State, by virtue 
of the authority in me vested by the provisions of Article III, Chap- 
ter XLVII, Code of 1912,- and all amendments thereto, and all Acts 
or parts of Acts me hereto enabling, do hereby certify and declare 
that the charter of the aforesaid Charleston Consolidated Railway, 
Gas and Electric Company has been amended by increasing the 
capital stock to the sum of three million five hundred thousand 
dollars, divided into shares of the par value of fifty dollars each, 
including therein both the present common stock of two million 
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five hundred thousand dollars and the preferred stock of five hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

It is hereby required that this supplement or amendment of char- 
ter be recorded in the office of the Register of Mesne Conveyance or 
Clerk of Court in the county of Charleston.

South Carolina Pacific Railway Company. 

State of South Carolina, Executive Department. 

By the Secretary of State. 

Whereas, South Carolina Pacific Railway Company, a corporation 
chartered by Act of the General Assembly, approved the ninth day 
of February, A. D. 1882, which charter was amended by special Act 
of the General Assembly, approved the twenty-third day of Decem- 
ber, 1884, did on the thirtieth day of September, 1914, file with the 
Secretary of State a written declaration and petition for an amend- 
ment 6f charter embodying the following changes, to wit : 

1. By adding after the word "dollars," in the second line of Sec- 
tion 3, the words "common or preferred stock or both." 

2. By striking from the fifth line of Section 5 the word "or," 
appearing between the words "extending" and "altering," and adding 
immediately after the word "altering" the words "or relocating." 

3. By inserting between the words "with" and "any," on the 
second line of Section 6, the words "or merge into." 

4. By striking out the period after the word "determine," which is 
the final word of Section 6, and adding immediately thereafter as a 
part of the said section, the following : "And shall have the further 
right to lease or sell its property, franchises, rights and privileges 
to any other railroad company now existing, or which may hereafter 
exist, under the laws of this or any other State, upon such terms as 
a majority of the Board of Directors and stockholders of this com- 
pany shall determine, not inconsistent with the Constitution of this 
State." 
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5. By adding after the word "stock," in the third line of Section 7, 
the words "common or preferred stock or both." 

6. By striking out from Section 9, on the second line thereof, 
after the word "force," the following: "for thirty years or until 
repealed," and the period following, and adding in lieu thereof the 
following: "in perpetuity." Said petition being filed under and 
pursuant to Sections 2882 and 2883 of Article III, Chapter XLVII, 
Volume I, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1912 ; and, 

Whereas, Upon the filing of said petition the Secretary of State 
did prescribe that notice of the application fo^ amendment pr supple- 
ment to said charter, as set forth in the petition, should be duly 
published in The News and Courier, a newspaper published in the 
city of Charleston, S. C, and The Pee Dee Advocate, a newspaper 
published in the town of Bennettsville, S. C, which publication was 
duly made ; and, 

Whereas, The said South Carolina Pacific Railway Company has 
this day, by counsel, made a satisfactory showing that facts existed 
upon which a certificate should be issued as a supplement or amend- 
ment to the charter of the aforesaid company, which should embody 
the changes and alterations sought, and that said corporation had 
fully complied with the provisions of law with' reference to said 
amendment, and there being no showing made to !the contrary. 

Now, therefore, I, R. M. McCown, Secretary of State of the State 
of South Carolina, by virtue of the authority in me vested by the 
aforesaid Code of Laws of 1912, and all amendments thereto, and 
all Acts or parts of Acts me hereto enabling, do hereby certify and 
declare that the charter of the aforesaid South Carolina Pacific 
Railway Company has been amended so as to continue said charter 
in force and effect in perpetuity, embodying the additions, and altera- 
tions set forth above, with all the rights, powers and privileges con- 
ferred upon it, and subject to all the liabilities and limitations 
imposed by said Acts of incorporation and all the provisions of law 
applicable thereto, and I do hereby issue to said South Carolina 
Pacific Railway Company this certificate, to be known as a supple- 
ment to its charter, certifying that said charter had been amended 
as aforesaid. 

It is hereby required that this certificate be recorded in the office 
of the Register of Mesne Conveyance or Clerk of Court in each 
county where said corporation shall have a business office.

CERTIFICATE OF DISSOLUTION OF CHARTER.. 



The State of South Carolina, County of Richland. 

To the Secretary of State of South Carolina: 

Whereas, There was issued by the Secretary of State a charter 
dated 1st November, 1906, constituting and creating The Suburban 
Transit Company into a corporation, under the laws of this State, 
with its principal place of business at Columbia, S. C, and with a 
capital stock of five thousand dollars, divided into fifty shares of 
the par value of one hundred dollars each, empowering it to engage 
in the business of "To construct and operate a railway, to be 
operated by electricity or other motive power (such as are com- 
monly called street railways), in such streets or parts of streets in 
the city of Columbia, as its City Council may authorize, and out 
of said city and through the suburbs thereof in Richland county, 
with the power of condemnation of rights of way for such railway 
under the laws of the State of South Carolina ; and, furthermore, to 
engage in the business of transporting and moving passengers and 
freight by any and all means of transportation, and to do a general 
transportation and moving business. 

The undersigned. President, Secretary and a majority of the duly 
elected and qualified Board of Directors of the said The Suburban 
Transit Company, hereby certify that due notice was given of a 
meeting of the stockholders on April 22, 1913, which notice stated 
the time and place of meeting and the purposes thereof. 

And, further, that said meeting was duly held pursuant to a notice 
and a resolution (a copy of which is hereto attached) was offered 
and adopted by a majority vote, to provide for the liquidation and 
dissolution of said company. 
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And, further, your petitioners certify that they have complied in 
all respects with the laws of South Carolina for said dissolution. 

Wherefore, they pray that the charter of the said The Suburban 
Transit Company be so cancelled.
